The pla'ntiff's story is that on Nove 
ember Ist., 1919, it was agreed in 
writing, that Mr. Park would feed, 
ahelter, water and salt for him, 250 
head of cattle for f've monthe at $10 
per head per month, . Seventy-nine 
cattle were delivered to Mr, Park, and 
accepted by him, A dispute arose 
over the care of the cattle which led 
to the present action, The cattle are 
still in the possession of the defendant 
and the owner, Mr. Ross cla'ma thelr 
return or the sum of $6936, the val 
ue of the cattle, 

He further claim@ $200, for dam- 
ages because of the unlawful reten- 
tion of Yhe cattle and §1,000 for 
breach of agreement, 

Defendant, Park. on the other hand 
claims that 199 cattle were delivered 
to him. To these, he gave the proper 
care for which he claims $2 a head 
for feed. Ho further claims $3,000 
which he paid out for greenfeed for 
said cattle,

amendments, Hon. Duncan Marshall 
moving to strike out former contenti- 
ous sections providing for more rigtd 
ingpection on outgoing shipments of 
stock from the province, and sub- 
stituting other important amendments 
}to the act the most important of 
| which reads; 

| “No person shall remove any stock 
to an abattoir or slaughter house from 
any stock yard, or kill the same, where 
a special inepector of stock is locat- 
ed until such stock haa been inepect- 
ed by an Inspector of stock and a 
certificate of inspection has been Is- 
sued by an !nspector of stock.” 

Mr. Marshall explained that it had 
been impossible heretofore to check 
and inspect stock in the cases of abat- 
toirs owning such etock, and this 
would go a long way toward the bet- 
ter inspection of stock in the main cen- 
ters where inspectors were located. In 
amaller places ft naturally would not 
have effect. 

Another important change ‘acreed 
upon reads: ‘Any ehipper failing to 
furnish to a stock inspector a correct 
list of brands on cattle being shipped 
by him shall be Hable to a penalty of 
$25 per head for each animal wrong- 
| fully described.” 

Also—"For inspection at slaughter 
house or abattoir or any place where 
i live #tock is being held for feed, rest. 
‘sale or slaughter, a charge of ten 
cents per head will be made.” 

Lethbridge Charter Approved. 

After the treatment accorded the 
rental clause in the Medicine Hat 
charter the bill respecting amendments 
to the Lethbridge charter was moved 
into committee of the whole by Dr. 
J. & Stewart, who suggested that the 
rental taxation proposal Included in 
the draft as approved by the municip- 
al law committee be struck out. With 
this bone of contention out of the 
way the bill was promptly approved, 
providing amongst other thinge that 
j the city may fmpose a poll tax of $10 
per head on the male population over 
21 years of age,,as was allowed in 
the case of Medicine Hat. 

Herd Law Abolished. 


With the recomrittal of several 
bills ‘to committee and amended 
slightly before being again reported, 
was the act consolidating the law re- 
, lating to domestic animals. Hon. 
| Duncan Marshall explaining that the 
final reporting of this bill did away 
absolutely with herd laws fn all parts 
of the province. 

After being recommitted and amend- 
‘ed, bills respecting amendments. to 
the muniolpel districts act, the town 
act ,the village act and the domestic 
animals act were finally reported for 
third reading. 

Another bill which suffered a eome- 
what tempestuous passage {n commit- 
tee stage, was finally dealt with after 
minor amendments during the night 
session, this being the act respecting 
the incorporation of registered engi- 
neers in the province,

The ratepayers vote on. Mon- 
day on a number of important 
money bylaws. The two most im- 
portant are the electric power and 
B the telephone, which together con- 
template an increase of city debt 
to the amount of about a million 
and a quarter. The first thing 
that will strike the ordinary rate- 
payer is that this isa large 
amount to add to the civic debt, 
@and a large amount to entrust to 
a council elected on waste and bor- 
H row policy. At the same time the 
city must have _ telephones and 
electric power. If conditions have 
reached a point at which an 
adequate and efficient phone 
service or a sufficient power 
Mservice, cannot be had without 
the sanction of these two bylaws 
then there is no alternative but 
vote the money, to be spent or 
wasted as the whim of the mayor 
and his council majority decides. 

Ts it a fact that half a million 
dollars must be spent on tele- 
phone installation at an advanced 
‘cost of service in order that the 
city may be served? The _ tele- 
phone department of the city ser- 
vice says it is.

Where Does Canada Stand? 
Senator Bostock performed a na- 
tional service the other day in call- 
ing the attention of the Senate to 
the fact that assenting to the trea- 
ties with which the war is being 
wound up is something more than 
a formal procetding, Hitherto it 
appears to have been the impres- 
sion at Ottawa that what the trea- 
ties said or did not say were mat-

SUNFLOWERS 
MAKE GOOD 
SOILING CROP 


Sunflowers Are Equal to Corn as 
& Soiling Crop — Sunflowers 
Can Be Fed Through a Longer 
Period ‘ 


Bulletin No. 181, recently published 
by the Agricultural Experimental 
station at Bozeman, Montana, én the 
suuflower crop, {gs the only bulletin on 
record at the present time that gives 
complete information on this crop. 
This experimental station was the 
first In the world to take up the sun- 
flower ag a fodder crop, and for the 
last two years have been conducting 
& great many experiments to deter- 
,mine its feeding value for all classes 
;of live stock. In the bulletin are 
| Riven the results of feeding tests with 
dairy and heef cattle, breeding ewes, 
and brood sows. Complete informa- 
tion is also given as to the proper 
}methods of cultivation, time to cut 
and the proper methods of harvest-| 
ing As the climatic conditions exist-; 
ing in Montana ag far as the sunflower 
crop ig concerned, are very similar, to 
Alberta the resultd that were obta'n- 
ed there will apply almost equally 
here. | 
GREEN OORN VS. SUNFLOWERS. | 

The following wan extract from the| 
buleltin showing the results obtained 
when feeding sunflowers and green 
corn as sojling crops during the sum- 
mer:— ' 

“Green sunflowers and green corn 
were compared as supplements to 
pasture during the latter part of the 
Grazing season. Both were run 
through a feed cutter and chopped 
{nto one inch lengths. Only five per 
cent. of the sunflowers were in bloom 

the corn was In the silk stage. 

e cows ate the sunflowers readily, 
consuming from’ forty to ninety | 
pounds per head daily, kept up thelr 
milk flow, and apparently did well 
on the feed. The results of this test 
indicate that under the conditiong of 
this experiment that sunhowers and 
‘corn were of equal feeding value. 
| “In the second exper'ment to study 
the relative feeding value of sunflow- 
erg and green corn, two lots, each of 
six cows, were used. The cows were 
divided ag equally ag poss'ble when 
weight, age, period of lactation and 
Production were considered. Both 
lots had access to a small pasture and 
recelyed the same grain ration. The 
cows in lot one were fed all the chop- 
ped sunflowers that they would eat. 
At the time the test closed the corn 
was in the roasting-ear stage and the 
sunflowers were about forty pe. cent.

The conclus'ons from this experi- 
ment are that under the conditions of 
this test chopped green sunflowers 
and ereen corn gave equal results as 
a soiling crop for dairy cows. They 
have the advantage over most other 
crops for soiling purposes tn that they 
can be fed through a longer period of 
time.

Quest'on—When a party selis seed 
Oats what per cent. must ft test ac- 
cording to the Alberta law? 

Answer—There ig no Alberta law 
governing the sale of seed grain, but 
according to clauses 6, 7 and 8 of the 
regu.ations made in pursuance of the 
Seed Control act, chapter 23, dated 
September 10th, 1919, Extra, No. 1 
‘and No, 1 Seed Oats must germinate 
90 per cent., and 80 per cent., respect- 
ad Qe eet out in clauses 6 and 7, be- 
ow:— 

6—Extra No. 1 seed wheat, seed 
oats, seed barley or seed rye aehall 
conaist of a correctly named and ap- 
proved variety, shall be practically 
,free from wther varieties, shall con- 
tain not more than 50 kernels per 
pound of other grain, !ncluding black 
or brown domestic oats in white or 
yellow varieties of oats, shall be free 
from noxious weed seeds, shall ‘be well 
cleaned and graded to remove light 
and smal) kernels, common weed 
seeds and other foreign matter; shall 
be sound and of good color; shall 
weigh not less than two pounds per 
measured bushel more than the 
standard weight of grain of the kind, 
and shall be capable of germinating 
at least 90 per cent. 

1—No., 1 seed wheat, seed oats, seed 
barley and seed rye, shall consist of 
at least 95 per cent. of one variety or 
type dist'nguishable from an examin-/ 
ation of the threshed grain; shall be 


free from noxious weed seeds within 
the meaning of the said act (see para- 
graph (a). clause 2, of these regula- 
tions); shall be well cleaned and 
graded to remove Weht and small 
kernels, common weed seeds and 
other foreign matter; @shall be of 
sound and of good color; shall welgh 
not less than the standard welght per 
measured bushel of the kind of grain 
and shall be capable of germinating 
at least &0 per cent. 

8—No, 2 seed oats and seed barley! 
shall be the same as No. 1 in all re- 
spects except that it may contain 
slighly more foreign matter than is 
Permitted in grade No. 1, but not in- 
cluding any excess of nox'ous weeds, 
excepting wild oats, which may be 
tolerated in a proportion not exceed- 
{ng ten in one pound of grain.

Mr. Richards also grows late rye 
for early fall d spring pasture and 
has found it to be the best pasture for 
the purpose that it is intended for 
than any other crop. As a hay crop 
he grows Western rye grass which 
has given fairly good results and 
under the conditions existing on h.s 
farm gives even better results than 
timothy, As summer pasture for hogs

iwheat; 2nd., oate; 8rd., wheat; 4th. 
oats., 6th., summerfallow. All the 


straw is used for feed’ ng in the stable 
and, all the manure ie hauled onto 
the land. 

| Mr. Wise Believes in keeping noth- 
ing but the best. He we'ghs the milk 
and uses a tester on each cow, and 
believes that within the next few 
years he will have a herd of cattle 
second to none in Alberta! He has 
studied the merits of the silo, and 
says that the province will have to 
feed ensilage, and he intends to 
bulld one in the near future,

HYMNS BEFORE 
BEING SUNG 


Method Employed by Many 
Organists 


There are two points tn connection with 
hymn-accompaniment on which there 
Seems to be a great deal of carelesaness 
and lalssez-faire on the @art of a large 
number of church Prganists. One is in 


of the tune—playing it over on the Organ 
before the singing is started. 

The object of doing that at all is surely 
to show the congregation exactly what 
they are going to sing and how they are 
to eing it; and the most important point 
{s that it should be played over in strict 
time and exactly at the pace at which it 
is intended to be sung. A metrical hymn- 
tune, like a march, is nothing if not fin 
strict Ume, Yet it seems to me that I 
have pbardly ever heard a chorch organist 
“give out’ a hymn in strict time or ex- 
actly as it was to be sung. Either it is 
played with a rallentando at the end, for 


with hardly any attention to strict time all 
through, through mere carelessness; or it 
{s raced through merely to show what the 
tune %s, without any Indication at what 


shows either culpable carelessness or want 
of common sense, 
The other fpoint 4s the want of etten-

LISZT ARRANGED THE 
MEETING OF CHOPIN 
AND GEORGE SAND 


Many aprosryphal stories have been set 


where, some of us did not eee any further 
reason to keep it up in England. Many 
people who felt very bitter against Ger- 
many while the war was on no longer fee) 
that they will be doing a service to civili- 
zation by denying themselves the pleasure 
of hearing some of the music they ike the 
best sung to the only words that sult it. 
There are thousands of us who at present 
feel quite as strongly about the peace as 
we did about the war; but we would not 
be so extieme as to try to keep the French 
or Italian tongues out of our concert- 
Tooms because some ‘Frenchmen and Ital- 
fans seem bent on making a bad peace. 
There were signs enough that the musical 
public as a whole had not the slightest ob- 
Jection to Mstening to the German lan- 
guage, Some of the more Prussian-minded 
musicians, however, thonght that as they 
did not want to hear that tongue again 
ho one else should be allowed to shear It. 
It only wanted a spark to bring about 
the explosion that should biow these Prus- 
slans sky-high, and that epark was un- 
consclously kindled by a well-known Eng- 
lish musician, whose name, however, there 
is no necessity to give, 


There need be no hesitation in telling 
publicly now the whole story, as it has 
become common property during the last 
week, This musician was so enraged by 
M. Mischa-Leon’s announcement that he 
would sing a group of German songs in 
German at his next recital that he wrote 
to the Danish Ambassador (M. Mischa- 
Leon is a Dane) protesting against a neut- 
ral thus abusing our hospitality, The 


teult when manure {fs applied to ‘snd 


Ambassador, knowing, I imagine, little or 
nothing of music and the state of musical 
feeling in this country, thought it would 
be prudent of M Mischa-Leon not to offend 
re susceptibilities, Accordingly M. 
Mischa-Leon announced that certain other 
songs would be substituted for the Ger- 


golng regerding Chopin's first meeting 
with George Sand in which to quote Pro- 
féssor Frederick )Niecks, “truth is only 
too often most unconsclonably sacrificed to 
effect." 

After thoroughly testing the stories of 
Enault and Karasowski, Niecks, in his re- 
markable work on Chopin, relates personal 
| interviews he had with Franchomme and 
Liszt, Franchomme, while confessing his 
ignorance as to the place where Chopin | 
met the great novelist for the first time 
Was quite certain as to the year when he 
met her. “Chopin, Franchomme informed 
me,” gays Niecks, “made George Sand's 
acquaintance in 1837, their connection was 
broken in 1847, wnd he died, as everyone 
knows on October 17, 1849. In each of | 
these dates appears the number which 
Chopin regarded with # superstitious dread 
which he avoided whenever he could—for 
instance, be would not at any price take;

Liszt apparently remembered the cir- 
cumstances of the meeting quite definitely ; 
when Niecks asked him, “his answer was | 
most positive, and to the effect that the 
first meeting took place at Chopin's own 
apartments. “I ought to know best,” he! 
added, ‘seeing that I was instrumental in 
bringing the two together.’ Indeed, it 
would be difficult to find a more worthy 
witness in this matter than Liszt, who at 
that tline not only was one of the chief 
; comrades of Chopin, but also of George 
Sand. According to him, then, the meet- 
ing came about in this way, George Sand, 
whose curiosity had been excited. . ex- 
pressed to Liszt the wish to make ‘the ac- 
queintance of his friend.” Chopin there- 
upon spoke wbout her to Chopin, but the 
latter was averse to having any intercourse 
with her. He said he did not like literary 
women, and was not made for their society. 
George Sand, however, did not cease to re- 
mnid Liszt of his promise to introduce her 
to Chopin. One morning early in 1837, 
Liszt called on his brother artist, and find- 
ing him in high spirits arranged to have 
in the evening a little party at his rooms. 
“This seemed to Liszt an excellent oppor- 
tunity to redeem the promise which he 
had given to George Sand when she asked 
‘for an introduction; and, without telling 
Chopin what he was going flo do, he 
brought her with him along with the 
Comtesse d’Agoult. The guccess of the 
soiree was such that it was,soon followed 
by a second and many more.”

There are several ways of securing 
one's seed the least to be desired is 
of course to take them promiscously 
from the pile without any regard as 
to size, color, type or disease, and I 
find the greatest d‘fficulty is in keep- 
ing them true to type, or the variety 
to which they belong. It is better to 
Bo over the pile. taking only those 
which are uniform in eize and shape, 
care being taken to d'scard any that 
show signs of disease for planting a 
diseased potato is the best way to get 
@ diseased crop. 

A simple method, and one which is 
perhaps the best for the average 
farmer, is to d'g enough of the crop 
by hand each year :o give a sufficrent 
quantity of seed for the next crop,

Amendments to Act Intended to) 

Place All Cults on an Even | 
Basis 


SENATE TO FIX TESTS | 


Section Provides for Immediate 
Exams, for Chiropractors | 
Who May So Desire | 


The amendments to the Medical 
Profession Act, made tnis year, are 
intended to place al) cults and schools 
of thought and aystems of practice 
onan even basis. Practically all pow- 
er is taken away from the college ot 
physicians and surgeons, The Senate | 
of the University determines to whom | 
a cortificate of practice shall be tfa- | 
sue.d, what the character of the ex- | 
amination shall for the applicant, 
who desires to practice, In view of 
the fact that Chiropractors and others 
may possibly desire immediately to 
take an examination there {s a spec- 
tal provision in the Act that any per- 
gon resident in Alberta may make 
application at once to the Senate of 
the University, intimating the line 
of practice he desires to follow, whe- 
ther as an ordinary practioner, or as 
an Osteopath, or a, Chiropractor or 
otherwise, and an examination must 
be immediately given him, 

Among many changea that are 
made, Section 41 f the Act is struck 
out, and the following {s substituted: 

“The Genate of the University of | 
Alberta shall have the sole determin- | 
ation of who shal] and who shall not | 
be permitted to register under th’s 
Act, and shall have the sole determin- 
ation of the curricula of studies or 
eubjects of examination to be taken 
by the studonts or applicants for regi- 
stration, and shall, from time to 
time, as occasion may require, make 
orders, rules, regulatons or by-laws 
for regulating the register to be kept 
under thie Act, and shall, from time 
to time, make rules and regulations 
for the guidance of examiners, and 
ahall have the sole appointment of ex- | 
aminers, and shall prescribe the sud- | 
jects and modes of examination, and 
generally shall make< all euch rules 
and regulations in respect of exam- 
inations as the Senate may deem ex- 
podient and necessary, provided they 
are not contrary to the provisions of 
this act! 

“Provided that the Senate, fn the 
selecting of examinere and in the de- 
termining of the curricula of studies 
and in presor'bing the subjects and 
modes of examination, shell place all 
students and applicants for registra- 
tion on equal terms; the intention of 
this section being that the Senate 
ahall determine the curricula of stud- 
jes and subjects of examination that 
it shall be necessary for a student to 
take, and the knowledge that an ap 
plicant for registration must have in 
order that the student may acquire 
or the applicant may have acquired, 
sufficient knowledge, having regard 
to the safety of the public, to properly 
diagnose d sease, and thereafter, as to 
the student, that he shall be allowed 
to specialize and deal only with and 
be examined only in connection with 
that class of practice for which he de- 
gires to be regiatered under this Aot, 
and ag to the applicant that he shal: 
be examined only as to the class of 
practice for which he desires to reg- 
fater.” | 

“(2) It ehall] be lawful for any per- 
@on who is a resident of the province 
of Alberta, and who has not been 
heretofore registered under thig act, 
to make application not later than 
the thirtieth day of April, 1920, to the 
Senate for immediate examination 
under th's act, and to estate in euch 
application that class of practice 
under thie act he desires to pursue, 
and ff any auch application is made, 
{t shall become the duty of the Sen- 
ate, not later 
day of May, 1920, through examiners, 
to conduct and hold an examinaton 
for any and 4!) euch applicants in ac- 
oordance with the requirements of 
thie act, and to grant certificates to 
guch ayplicants as may mucceastully 
have passed such examination.”

Nine hundred cars of hay are on 
order at the present time for e 
department of agriculture; cars are 
arriving dally, and are being distri- 
buted to the places that are in the 
greatest need, Thia hay is from On- 
tario and Quebec princ'pally and ar- 
rangementa are under way for get- 
ting some in from British Columbia, 

The dspartment was trying to get 
the railway companies to give a rate 
from the boundary, or from points in 
Washington, but they replied that the 
Taterstate Commerce Commission 
had an order whereby there could be 
no reduction in freight rates on Can- 
adian railways, where the shipments 
originated in the United States. So 
with that, this {dea of hay from the 
United States waa abandoned. How- 
ever, they were able to get 400 more 
cars from Ontario, stated Deputy 
Minieter Craig, and thie can be 
brought in for less money. 

They have taken up with the rail- 
ways, states Mr, Craig, the necessity 
of rushing the hay shipments, and 
have indicated the places where the
